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Largest Plane Is 


Almost Finished 


Will Be World's Largest 


Commercial Ship When 


Completed 


NEW YORK.-0<P)—The largest com- 


mercial airplane in the world is near- 
ing complctipn in Connecticut and it 
can trace its ancestry directly to a 
mosquito which lived and died in 
Russia in 1910. 


In that yenr a young man of 27 


abandoned experiments he had been 
conducting with a helicopter and built 
his first airplane. To the consider- 
able surprise of his friends the plane 
flew. It flew, in fact 12 times. 
But 


on the 13th hop the engine died in 
midair and the plane crashed to de- 
molition. 
. Tho young inventor crawled un- 
hnrmed from the wreckage and set 
about discovering the reason for the 
engine's sudden cessation. At last, 
wprking by the process of elmination, 
he' came to the gas line. He blew 
through it and out came one defunct 
mosquito which had clogged the fuel 
line and thus, as it turned out, given 
its life for the advancement of sci- 
ence. 


"Planes will never he safe," the in- 


ventor decided, "so long as so feeble 
a thing as a mosquito can destroy the 
power plant. Evidently what must 
be done is to have more than one en- 
gine so that when the need advises 
they can be divided, one for the mos- 
quito and one for the plane." 


Thus the idea of the multi-motored 


planes was born in the mind of Igor 
Sikorsky, later to become one of the 
world's greatest aeronauntical design- 
ers.Tho flying boat with wheel gear for 
landings on earth now nearing com- 
pletion in the Sikorsky factory near 
Bridgeport is the largest plane ever 
built except the German DO-X and 
the largest intended for regular com- 
mercial service. 


It is 75 feet long, has a 114-foot 


wing spread, is 23 feet high from the 
ground to the top of the cabin, with 
its single wing high above that, and 
has a cabin 58 feet long accommodat- 
ing 40 passengers and a crew of five. 
It should be ready for its first flying 
tests the end of this month and when 
all tests are completed will go into 
service on Ihe Caribbean line of Pan- 
American Airways.

old hens on new pullets," says the 
Southern Grain & Produce Co., local 
Purina dealer. "You can get more 
for the culls now than later and the 
money they bring will provide a good 
growing mash for the growing pullets, 
a feed that will get them ready for 
the nest early this fall when egg 
prices start upward!" 


Ho believes this good advice in view 


of market experts' predictions of bet- 
ter egg prices next fall. Less chicks 
were started this Spring, market ex- 
perts say, which means fewer pullets. 
Full eggs must come from pullets, so 
there will be fewer eggs. 


During July and the first part of 


August ore the days to cull unprofit- 
able birds. "In culling the flock," 


says Paul McClouth, ''it !4 Well to bear,' 
in mind that early moltcfs are usually 
profit eaters. Late molters that molt/ 
fast are the high producers— the mon-, 
ey makers." 


There are a number of points, to 


keep in mind when culling, such as 
the spread" from the point of the 'keel 
to the pelvic bones, whether the head 
Is narrow and snaky in the case of the' 
poor layer or whether there Is alert* 
ness, bright eyes, full red comb as in 
the case of the good layer. All of 
these things, and many more should 
be remembered, all of which Mr. Mc- 
Clouth will be glad to glad to explain 
to anyone interested' in culling their 
flock and 'increasing their ' poultry 
profits by getting rid of the boarders.

Are Good Investment 


For Farm Owners 


Those who have not made prepara- 


tion or planted'late1 potatoes would 
better do so at one*, Tike all precau- 
tion to get a good stand, and fertilize 
well Kemembe* that all root-crops 
and leaf-crops require at .least fifty 
per cent mote potash than the crops 
that grow their products above the 
ground. Potash til some form is es- 
sential to a good yield of potatoes, and 
is equally essential in making smooth 
high quality tubers. With plenty o 
potash in the fertilizer mixture there 
will be a Very much higher percentage 
of potatoes that-will grade No. One 
There is no reason why Arkansas 
should not produce the bulk of her 
seed potatoes. The late grown potatoes 
may be kept in cold storage, potato 
houses, cellars and various, places that 
may be provided 
about 
the farm 


against freezes- during the whiter. 


Turnips and rutabages are fine for 


fall and winter use. Locate and pre- 
pare a good patch of ground in time. 
It is not necessary to have new- 
ground for good turnips. The only 
advantage of the new ground over the 
old Is the greater amount of potash 
deposited in the new ground by the 
decaying leaves. An application of 
one hundred pounds of muriatt of pot- 
ash per acre to old land will accom- 
plish the same, results, no 
doubt. 


There was an abundance of turnip 
greens and turnips last fall, and the 
supply should be as bountiful this 
fall. 


The time is approaching for selec- 


tion of the land and preparation for 
oats, barley, alfalfa, hairy vetch, and 
all winter legumes and cover crops.

WEEKLY CROP REVIEW 


For North HeAtpitead County 


While It is not the purpose of this 


article to seem too optimistic, it is 
written with a feeling that the gen- 
eral crop conditions of north Hemp- 
stead County are away above the av- 
erage years. 


It is true that a general rain Is 


needed throughout this section. But 
outside of the weather condition* this 
section of the county has every rlgfht 
to feel pfotid of their crops. 


CORN: There is a larger acreage 


planted to this crop than in many 
years. The prospects in most fields is 
still very promising. Tho'se growers 
who had their fields in a good state 
of cultivation before planting and 
have kept up a dust mulch are not 
suffering so greatly.for rain. 


COTTON: All cotton seems to be 


growing. There is little complaint In 
this section from Insects or ether in- 
festations. The acreage is not merely 


*> Iftfiie a* m former years. 


TRUCK; Cucumbers, cantaloupes, 


tomatoes and other truck crops have 
made « splendid showing despite the 
hot sun, which has done more harm 
td the truck than the lack of mois- 
ture from th« ground according to 
many of the* leading growers of the 
section. With a tain in the near fu- 
ture all truck crops would be greatly 
benefited.

PEAS: There Is a large acreage of 


cow peas over the north part of the 
county. Many farmers planted this 
crop on land that was in oats, some 
were planted broadcast, while a large 
amount of the acreage is in rows. 


FRUIT: There is a right prospect 


for a heavy yield of fruit. There are 
only a few commercial orchards In 
this section but all home orchards are 
expected to produce enough for the 
use of Ihc families.
